U. S. Still Can 
Destroy Anything, 
Officials Report 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


officials have stressed that de- 
ployment of a Soviet antimissile 
system has not changed this 
basic fact hi the balance of pow- 
er: The United States still can 
destroy any enemy — even one 
that strikes first.

the officials reported Thursday 
that the United States still is 
maintaining a better than 3 to 1 
edge in stockpiles of Inerconti- 
nental Ballistic Missiles.

grammed to assure that Ameri- 
can rockets could effectively 
penetrate any antimissile sys- 
tem the Soviets are capable of j 
building. 


McNamara to Decide 


The officials acknowledged, 


however, that Secretary of De- 
fense Robert S. McNamara will 
decide within 60 days whether to 
recommend a deployment of 
America's version of an anti- 
missile system — the Nike X. 
They said the question is receiv- 
ing very serious consideration. 
President Johnson would make 
the final decision. 


McNamara announced last 


week that there is considerable 
evidence that me Soviet Union 
has begun deploying its antimis- 
sile system around major cities. 
"I think it is important that we 
assume it is effective and, of 
course, that will be the assump- 
tion on which we base the devel- 
opment and deployment of ourj 
own Intercontinental Ballistic' 
Missiles," he told newsmen at 
the Texas White House.

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Successful End of Gemini Pro/ecf 


The splashdown of Gemini 12 Tuesday 


marked the successful end * of another 
American voyage in space. More impor- 
tantly, the flight marked the completion of 
the Gemini series, a step by step 
preparation for the Apollo program next 
year intended-to prepare man further for 
a trip to the moon. 


The four-day flight of Navy Capt 


James Lovell Jr. and Air Force Major 
Edwin Aldrin Jr, recorded space records 
which could not be imagined only a few 
short years ago. The same is true of the 
Geauai 12 splashdown and recover;-, the 
complicated business which seems to be 
now almost routine as it is explained with 
live television pictures. 


The most significant accomplishment of 


the Gemini 12 flight was Aldrin's length in 
space 
outside the 
spacecraft 
Three 


previous 
Gemini 
space walkers 
had 


problems maintaining body positions and 
two had to cut short the planned space 
walking schedule because «of body fatigue. 


This raised the question of whether 


there would have to be t total re- 
evaluation of the American plan for 
reaching the moon, since it is based on 
astronauts working in space on such tasks 
as linking of space vehicles. But using the 
lessons of the previous Gemini flights, 
Aldrin was provided with special equip- 
ment and completed assigned tasks during 
a record-breaking space walk of two hours 
and nine minutes. Including the time of 
two "space stands" when the upper part of 
his body was outside the capsule, Aldrin 
recorded another record of being outside 
in space for five hours and 38 minutes. 
. .Before many months, these accomplish- 
ments will be as routine as life aboard 
•Gemini 12. The 10-part Gemini series in 
space ended as it was intended, with the 
most significant accomplishments of the 20 
months devoted to it. 


Three-man Apollo flights are scheduled 


to start next year. Man's setting foot on 
the surface of the moon with its staggering 
implications is getting closer. 


New Law on Demonstrations 


The Supreme Court decision this week 


on a five to four* vote which said states 
have authority to forbid demonstrations on 
government property could significantly 
alter the rules for civil rights demonstra- 
tions which are worrying many Americans. 
At the same'time, the nation will have to 
guard against a broader use of the 
Supreme Court ruling than the majority 
opinion intended. 


While the Supreme Court had to decide 


the issue on the matter of law, the division 
of the Court probably represents the split 
of oublic opinion on the question. In 
recent months, for example, Wisconsin has 
had sit-in demonstrations in courthouses 
and 
in 
administrative 
halls 
at 
the 


University of Wisconsin. 


The difficult question is where the 


constitutional rights of free speech and 
free assembly ends and where the right of 
the government to regulate use of the 
people's property for its intended use 
begins. 


In* the 
minority 
opinion, Justice 


William Douglas warned that "we now 
have set into the record a great and 
wonderful police state doctrine.-" Justice 
Douglas said that the Supreme Court now 
has handed the police power to regulate 
rights granted under the First Amendment 
of the BUI of Rights. 


The Supreme Court decision, of course, 


was addressed to the specific ease of the 
conviction of j|2 persons for trespass on 
government property because of a demon- 


stration outside a jail in Tallahassee, Fla. 
The majority opinion, written by Justice 
Hugo Black, who has often been on the 
side of "free speech" decisions, said "The 
United States Constitution does not forbid 
a state to control the use of its own 
property for its own lawful non-discrimi- 
natory purposes." The decision repre- 
sented the first time the Supreme Court, 
after a full review, had not reversed 
convictions of civil rights demonstrators in 
a case which had been carried to the high 
court 


But it will be important for the nation 


to remember ±hat the court was setting 
forth a rule for just one aspect of civil 
rights demonstrations which the nation 
will continue to witness, the state's right to 
regulate proper use of governmental 
property. 
The concern expressed by 


Justice Douglas must also be part of the 
nation's use of the rule of conduct. 


There is little doubt that police in some 


sections of the country will try to expand 
on the decision to regulate or forbid 
demonstrations at other sites which will be 
described as public property. In these 
instances, the proper use of the rights of 
free speech and free assembly must be 
recognized. 


The Supreme 
Court decision 
has 


resulted in a significant responsibility 
being outlined to law enforcement authori- 
ties. The nation needed the rule but it also 
must recognize the limited scope of the 
decision. '

Goldwater appeared for 


seventeen Republican aspirants and five of 
them won. But the overall winner of this 
steeplechase was Richard Nixon who, 
according to his own staff figures, batted 
.713. And Republican candidates for the 
House of Representatives for whom Nixon 
did not campaign only made a .448 record. 


If conclusions could be reached from 


the statistics, Richard Nixon could beat 
Lyndon Johnson, Hubert Humphrey and 
Bobby Kennedy for political office by a 
good margin. 
• But somehow we don't think this is the 
way elections are won. Coattails may have 
some free ride values, particularly in a 
presidential election. But this year, local 
issues and local personalities and cam- 
paigns spelled out the difference.

public. 


Philip Marlowe is a real 


person in the Chandler novels; 
he has a dimension of depth 
few fictional detectives have 
ever possessed, and he bleeds 
just as easily and faces death 
just as reluctantly as any 
other man. Yet, perhaps for 
this very reason, Marlowe 
never became the "succes 
fou" of popular fiction that 
Bond has been the last few 
years. 


I have no objection* to the 


pop art exemplified by these 
Flwalnf navels; they are 


simply fairy-tales for grown- 
ups, who like to fantasize 
themselves as Bond, with his 
endless supply of fast cars, 
loose women, and silver bul- 
lets. Something in us retains 
our childish desire for omnipo- 
tence, for all the power anfi 
love in the world.
